WASHINGTON, January 20.— This gov- 


• eminent today received a long message 
from Minister Egan, conveying an offer 
on the part of tho Chilean government 
for a settlement of nil existing (iifilcul- 
tiea with tho United Statet. The mon- 
tage couDrms in every particular state- 
ments made in the exclusive Associated 
Press dispatch received from Santiago 
last evening, whicii was in effect that 
Chili agreed to withdraw the offensive 
note sent by Matta, to withdraw the le- 
qufiat for the recall of Egan and submit 
the Baltimore affair to arbitration of 
fcoine neutral nation or to a decision of 
the United States court. 


Egau states these propositions at a 


greater length than the press dispatches, 
but the exact additions cannot now be 
ascertained. There is reason to believe, 
however, that tho Chilean government 
not only offers to withdraw the ofTou-
